but the water was now up to my waist and I 
failed to reach it. Iran back and as the boat 
was drifting away I jumped towards it and 
was pulled in. Just then we sighted the 
steamship Ebro making toward us and the 
boat pulled for her. Our vessel went down 
gust after we had got clear. A last view I 
nad of her I saw two men whom I took to be 
the Captain and his third officer on tne bridge. 
It was twenty minutes from the time we were 
Struck to the time the ship went down, but 
during that time a number of rockets were 
gent up. We were taken on board the Ebro. 
At this time she was surrounded by @ 
mass of human beings struggling for life. 
The sight was terrible to witness and the 
screams and cries I heard then I shall never 
forget to my dying day. Ipray to God I may 
never have such another experience. The 
Captain and the officers of the Ebro did every- 
thing they possibly could for us and to save 
the lives of those in the water. Everyone 
spoke in tha highest terms of their treatment 
on board.’’ 

The Rosa Mary, which is now lying along- 
side in the quay, is attracting a good deal of 
attention. Her bow is completely smashed 
and she has sustained a good deal of damage. 


The Sunken Ship. 


Loxpox, November 22.—An improved light - 
ship has been placed over the sunken steamer 
W. A. Scholten. The sea is so rough that 
divers have not been able to explore the 
wreck. The mainmast projects twenty 
feet above the water at high tide.

AN IMPORTANT DIPLOMATIC PROJECT, 


The Maintenance of the Status Quo in the 
Mediterranean.

Lonpox, November 22.—I have information 
ot avery important diplomatic project which 
is perhaps a necessary consequence of the trip- 
ple alliance that has been hanging about for 
nine years, and which has practically come to 
ahead.

Phelps, when the proper time arrives. New 
Jersey isa Democratic State when the party 
is thoroughly united and the full strength of 
the party is polied, and he predicts that per- 
fect harmony will prevail the time the 
Presidential election rolls around.

FIRE-BUGS ARRESTED. 


THREE MEN IN CUSTODY CHARGED WITH 
ARSON. 


Henry Volmer Arrested Yesterday for Set- 
ting Fire to the Schulenberg & Boeckeler 
Lumber Yard, Confesses—Frank Hellen- 
feld, a Driver for the Lumber Company 
and Chas. Deibel Arrested—They Protest 
Their Innocence—Warrants Sworn Out 
Against Them. * 


The arrest of Henry Volmer yesterday after - 
noon for setting fire tosome lumber in the 
yard of the Schulenberg & Boeckeler Lumber 
Company in North St. Louis is likely to prove 
ot some importance, Already two more ar- 
rests have followed and it seems IIkely that 
the whole combination by which the incendi- 
ary firesofa month past have been started 
will be broken up. 

Every one in St. Louis who owns or takes 
any interest in property has noticed with some 
alarm the frequency of small fires apparently 
of incendiary origin: For a time fires were of 
daily, almost hourly occurrence. In the first 
eleven days of November there were sixty-one 
fires, of which twenty-four were reported 
to be incendiary. In the twenty-eight hours 
between 8 a. m. November 10 and noon of No- 
vember U there were twenty-six alarms of fire, 
for twenty fires, of which fourteen were re- 
ported incendiary, one was caused by spon- 
taneous combustion,and the cause of five were 
unknown. The climax of incendiarism seemed 
tocome November 11. Since that time fires 
have been frequent, but no so frequent as in 
the earlier part of the month and the per- 
centage of incendiary fires has not been 80 
large. Still there have been a great many in- 
cendiary blazes and the police have been puz- 
zled to acoount for their origin. There was 
no evidence against any one which would war- 
rant the police in acting. 

One of the chief sufferers by the incendia- 
rism of the last month has been the Schulen- 
berg & Boeckeler Lumber Company. The 
lumber- yards are extensive and their contents 


inflammable, so that they are good game for 

the malicious incendiary. The fires became 

so frequent and so expensive that extra 

watchmen were emploved to guard the yards. 
THE FIRST ARREST. 

Yesterday about 12:30 a fire broke out again 
lu the lumber yards. Just as it started Mrs. 
Kingdon, living at 2716 North Second street, 
saw two men running out of the yard and make 
off in different directions. She followed one 
of them until she met Officer Burns, who at her 
suggestion arrested the fugitive. He wastaken 
to the police Station, where he gave his name 
as Henry Volmer, his occupation as whitener 
and his residence at Fourteenth and Madison 
streets. He vigorously denied any knowledge 
of or connection with the fire, but be could 
not give any satisfactory explanation of his 
presence in the lumber yard or his haste in 
getting away from it. He was locked up. 
During the afternoon he was questioned 
closely and he finaliy acknowledged his con- 
nection with the fire and told what purported 
to be the history of the incendiarism. o said 
that he and a man named Frank Hennefeld, a 
driver for the Schulenberg & Boeckler Lumber 
Company, had set fire to the lumber acoording 
to a prearranged plan 

Volmer’s story was a little ‘‘scaly,’’ but the 
— placed sufficient faith in it to arrest 

iennefeld. He was found in the lumber-yard 

Kelly and Redemeyer and 
brought to the station. Here he pro 
test his innocence and the po- 
lice finally released him. A further state- 
mentfrom Volmer, however, confirmed the 
police in the original belief that there was guf- 
ficient evidence to warrant Hennefeld’s arrest 
and he was again taken into custody. This 
time he was locked up in the calaboose, where 
he remained all night. 


THREE MEN IN CUSTODY. 

Meanwhile another arrest had been made 
during the afvernoon. Guy Deibel, alias Chas, 
Deibel, was arrested by Officers Cummings 
and O’ Hanlon at his home, 1841 North Broad- 
way, and locked up. The cause 
of his arrest was the fact that he had 
seemed to take an interest in the incendiary 
fires and the fact that his N tallied 
almost exactly with the description given by 
Mrs. Kingdon of the second of the two men, 
who came out of the lumber-yard yesterday 
afternoon. Deibel was locked up despite his 
protestations of innocence and be remained in 
the calaboose all night. This morning an- 
other and an unexpected bit of evidence 
against Deibel was broughtto the police sta- 
tion. An old colored woman named Millie 
Benson, a well-known character in North St. 
Louis, came tothe police station and stated 
that she was near Schulenberg & Boeckeler’s 
one day early in the month, when a fire 
broke out. She saw Deibel run away from the 
yard justas the fire broke out. s caught 
sicht of her at the same time, and drawing a 
revolver fired two shots at her, neither of 
which took effect. She said she had not come 
to the police before because she was afraid of 
Deibel, whom she knew well and whom she 
believed to be a bad man. 

This additional evidence convinced the . 
lice of Deibel’s guilt, and he was held untila 
warrant could be sworn out against him. 

VOLMER’S STORY. 

A PoOST- DISPATCH reporter saw Volmer, the 
first of the prisoners, in his cell atthe Fourth 
District Station this morning. He le a man of 
medium height, siender, with a smooth, 
rather intelligent face. His conversation, how- 
ever, does not betray any intelligence. He 
seems stupid—almost simple. In a conversa- 
tion with the reporter he related the sto of 
the incenud!‘arism as he had tol it 
to the police. He and Hennefeid, 
he said, had been going together for about a 
rear. On Sunday they were together, and 

hey arranged the plan for setting fire to the 
lumber. According to this arrangement, 
he met Hennefeld in the lumder 
yard shortly after noon yesterday. Hennefeid 
arranged a pile of shingles over some paper 
and he with a match set fire to the paper. 
Then they ran away. He could give no reason 
for the deed. He had not been paid for it, he 
— and in fact he had received no considera- 
tion. 

Volmer’s story was rather unsatisfactory in 
many respects, but he stuck to it well. ol- 
mer is unknown to the police. 

Frank Hennefeld, the second prisoner, ap- 
peared nervous and excited and manifested a 
disinclination to talk. He is a small man, 
smooth of face, about 20 years of age. 

He has been working all summer, driving 
forthe lumber company. He entered a gen- 
eral denial of any connection with the inoen- 
diarism or any knowledge of It. 

CHAS. DEIBEL, 

the third prisoner, is rather well-known to the 
police of the Fourth District, with whom his 
reputation is not of the best. Three days 
ago he came to the station and told 
Officer Cummins that the colored 
woman, Millie Benson, was probably 
the incendiary who had been causing the lum - 
ber-yard fires. The woman has been drivin 
a cart — ashes for a long time and is 
well-known, but she has never been under ar- 
rest. The police recailed Deibei’s interest in 
Millie Benson when she appeared to testify 

ainst him this morning. 

his morning Deibel denied all knowledge of 
the fire. Hesaidthat until recently he had 
been employed by the A. B. Mayer Manufac- 
turing Company at Harrisonand Main streets 
as a watchman. nday he began wn} tee

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‘A GAS EXPLOSION. 
SERIOUS AOCIDENT IN A BICYCLE WARE 
ROOM AT BOSTON. 


Five Persons Badly Injured — Burned to 
Death While Drunk—A Schooner Sun 
The Vienna Railroad Accident—A Train 
Dispatcher Blamed—A Child Frozen te 
Death—A Bad Wreck—Casualties. 


Boston, Mass., November 22.—There was a 
tremendous explosion of gas at the Odd-Fel- 
lows’ building this afternoon. Five 
persons were injured, two of them 
being dangerously hurt. The explo- 
sion occurred in Cunningham & Co.’s bicycle 
rooms. Two gentlemen in the room were 
hurled violently against the walls and were 
picked up stunned and bleeding. The glass 
was blown across the street and three ladies 
who were passing the store were badly hurt. 
Others received slight scratches. The injured 
were carried to the hospital. The cause of the 
explosion is not yet known. 

LATER.—The explosion occurred in W. B. 
Everett & Co.’s bicycle and tricycle store, 6 
and 8 Berkley street. It was caused in the oven 
used for burning the enamel on bicycles. 
The oven was filled with gas, and when the 
door was opened the explosion occurred. The 
injured are: W. L. Ross, agent, for Everett & 
Co.; Joseph Butcher, superintendent of Bos- 
ton Cyclorameter Co.; Mrs. Edward Smith and 
Mrs. Robert Knox of Pawtucket, R. I.; none 
fatally. 


A Schooner Sunk. 


CHICAG O, III., November 22.—An unknown 
two masted schooner is sunk in forty feet of wa- 
ter one mile and a half abreast of Kenosha and 
fears are entertained that not a soul was saved 


of hercrew. Judging from the size of the ves- 
sel it is probable that not less than flve men 
manned her when she foundered. From what 
can be seen of her hull—she lies as if riding 
waterlogged at anchor—she is painted white 
and probably was a good-sized lumber-car- 
rier.

A Child Frozen to Death. 


MARION, Ind., November 22.—Henry Lock- 
wood and family reside near here, and they 
came to town last Saturday morning. On their 
return theterrible blizzard compelled them 
to stop and spend the night with a neighbor. 
They had left three children, aged respective- 
ly 8 and 4 years and 18 months, at home. When 
they reached home yesterday morning they 
found the youngest girl frozen to death and 
the other two so numbed that they could 
scarcely speak ormove. The house in which 
they lived was a mere hovel. 


A Rear End Collision. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., November 22.—A rear end 
collision between two freight trains on the

IS A BEEF FAMINE IMMINENT? 


A Question ef Vital Importance to Very 
Many Persons. 


From the American Agriculturist. 

Are we to experience a beef famine? The 
facts seem to indicate it, and many sources 
believed to be trustworthy point to the 
scarcity of beef in the near future. Some au- 
thorities expect short commons in 1888; others 
defer the evil hour until 1889. The severity of 
the weather of 1886-’87 was such as to heavily 
deplete the herds of the Northwest.

These are 
classes which would not affect the 
supply of the coming year, nor yet of 1889, 
save that a general shortage would stiffen 
prices in some degree. These old and very 
young animals died from b rather than 
from. exposure. No matter how extreme 
had the cattle been well fed 
only a few would have succumbed to 
the influence of the extreme cold; as 
it was, the ranches were overstocked. The 
winter feed, which consists of the natural 
krasses cured on the ground, had all been 
euten down ae before winter really set in 
and starvation followed. Another source of 
apprehension arises from the numerous losses 
in the Southwest, where the want of water 
was such that entire districts were cleared of 
their herds; the drouth caused the death of all 
ages of cattie, so that an immediate drain was 
felt at many local points. Still the numbers 
of Spanish cattle seem to represent legions. 
On our Eastern markets these same long- 
horned wanderers of the plains are most 
unwelcome visitors. The large wholesale 
bateners are timid of them; the beef is 
course, discolors readily, and the carcasses 
dress to poor advantage. These far-apart 
losses give rise to apprehension which is 
rather shadowy when calmly investigated. 
No losses heavier than usual are reported 
from any other of the cattie-growing States. 
Now the worst thatour cattle men need fear 
is a probable rise is prices which will decrease 
the volume of our export trade, in that, as 
soon as a margin of profit ceases, foreign ship- 
ments from our ports must also cease until 
prices again go down to a lower piane.

Monopoly Master of the Situation.

Our dozen Bessemer steel rail manufacturers 
are about to shut up shop again, we are told. 
They are not entirely satisfied with the mar- 
ket; that is to say, the ring has so regulated 
production that contracts are being held back 
in hope of lower prices, and the trade in con- 
sequence is stupidly inactive. It is one of the 
saddest sights in the American commercial 
world to see this struggling home industry 
thrown flat on its back just about once in so 
often. It means so much suffering, not alone 
to the thousands who are thrown out of em- 
ployment, buttothe crippled manufacturers 
themselves. The last time but one that this 
industry was so depressed, we are told that 
the board of directors of one of the crippled 
companies spentthe dull season in debating 
whether or not to make an extra dividend of 
$10,000,000. Even now steel rails are selling at 
$88 and $38 a ton. And yet there is no reason 
why the manufacturers should not shut down 
and waitfor pricesto rise higher. They are 
protected from the outside by a tariff of nearly 
100 per cent and from the inside by their pool 
and patents. The public is completely at 
theirmercy. This general suspension of work 
is expected to take place Decemberl, and 
thousands of men will be thrown out of em- 
ployment.

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THE QUEEN DEPRESSED. 


EDMUND YATES’ CABLE BUDGET OF SOCIAL 
AND POLITICAL GOSSIP. 


The News From San Remeo—Fersenal As- 
pect of Berlin Court Politios—An Inter- 
esting Interview With Sir Morell Mac- 
kenzie—The Doctor Defends His Treat- 
ment of the Crown Prince—Movements 
of the Royal Family—Lerd Stair De- 
nounced. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
Loypon, November 22.—-The Queen has been 
profoundly depressed by the unfavorable 
news from San Remo, which is most t- 
flicting to her, both on public and private 
grounds. The Crown Prince and Princess 
were firmly resolved that their reign should 
be one of peace and constitutional reform, 
whereas Prince William is a sort of revival of 
Frederick the Great, and is saturated with his 
grandfather’s boly alliance notions as to the 
divine right of kings. There will be no place 
for the Crown Princess at her son's court, 80 
that while in the very prime of life this woman 
of great talents will be relegatedto by no 
means opulent obscurity, while her daughters 
must sink into comparative insignificance, To 
those familiar with Berlin court politics the 


situation is most tragical in its personal as- 


pect, while from a political point of view the 
early death of the Crown Prince would be one 
of the most deplorable events in the history of 
Europe. 

WHAT DR. MACKENZIE SAYS. 


I have had an interview on this important 


subject with Sir Morell Mackenzie. ‘*You 
spoke,’’ said I, ‘‘rather too confidently of 
curing your patient, t would seem?’’ 

„Allow me to say, he replied, that is 
quite untrue, What 1 did say was that if his 
disease were not malignant I had no doubt 1 
could cure it.’’ 

‘*If the operation which you prevented on 
your first visit to Berlin had been performed 
then, do you suppose things Would be as bad as 
they now are?’’ 

That is a question which it is impossible to 
answer. Ithink it possible that they would 
have been worse. Ihappen to know, how- 
ever, that even if I had never appeared on the 
scene it is highly doubtful whether the Prince 
would have consented to undergo any cutting 
operation. Asa matter of fact he never knew 
the Germans had so drastic a measure in con- 
templation till he learned it accidentally from 
one of his suite in the Highlands. It is not the 


fact,’’ continued he, that I have at any time 


tried to throw the responsibility of my treat- 
ment of the case on any one else's shoulders. 
I certainly hold Prof. Virchow responsible for 
his opinion en the nature of the growth. I 
have already told you it was this opinion 
which determined my line of treatment, and 
which induced the German doctors to sanc- 
tion it. 

But Prof. Virchow says he gave no opin- 
ion on the disease ag a Whole. 

Of course not; he could only report on the 
corpus delicti submitted to him. He laid 
stress, however, on the entire absence of any 
malignant appearance or anything likely to 
excite suspicion as to the existence of a graver 
disease below, and even delivered a lecture on 
the Prince’s illness, in which he went out of 
his way to bestow anew name on the condi- 
tion that should clearly express its benign 
character. 

AN UNSEEMLY DISCUSSION. 

I next asked how long the case was likely to 
be prolonged. Sir Morell looked annoyed and 
answered rather brusquely: ‘‘That is a sub- 
ject on which I must decline to enter. I con- 
fess I have been greatly shocked at the 
unseemly discussions that have been 
openly carried on on this point. All I 
can tell youisthat the disease is essentially 
chronic in its course. You see, he con- 
tinued, picking up a plaster Paris model of 
the larynx, this is all solid cartilage—gristle, 
you know. So the disease is more or less im- 
prisoned and cannot run riot as it does in 
many other parts. Hence the cases are often 
almost painless, as long as there is not an ob- 
struction to the breath.’’ 

Is it true that the situation has again 
changed for the worse?’’ 

„J have no reason to think so. In fact, the 
latest symptom, about which much alarm has 
been expressed is, tomy mind, more likely to 
relieve the Prince than anything else.’’ 

„That must have been an awful moment 
when you had to disclose the real state of 
things to the Prince,’’ 

It was for me. It is very seldom that we 
make such a communication to the patient 
himself. Here 1 had to deliver my message. 
It wus received with most perfect calmness. 
The Prince, after an instant of silence, put 
out his hand and with his usual winning smile, 
and grasping mine,said: ‘I’ve been lately 
fearing something of this kind. I thank you, 
Sir Morell, for being sofrank with me.’ At 
dinner that evening he was the most cheerful 
ot the party. In all my long experience I’ve 
never seen a man bear himself under similar 
circumstances with such unaffected heroism.’’ 

THE QUEEN’S MOVEMENTS. 

The Queen léaves Balmoral Friday about 2 
and will arrive at Windsor Castle at9 o’clock.

PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales go to 
Sandringham on Wednesday to take up their 
residence for the winter. They will be accom- 
panied bythe three Princesses, who have so 
entirely improved from their recent indispo- 
sition that a stay atthe seaside is considered 
wholly unnecessary. There is every prospect 
for excellent sport there, and their royal 
highnesses will dave two house parties for the 
shooting during the next fortnight. 

LORD STAIR DENOUNCED. 

Lord Stair is denounced by Gladstonians be- 
cause he gave the casting vote for Lord Lyt- 
ton, although Lord Rosebery had a small ma- 
jority, but he followed the example of former 
Chancellors of Glasgow University when the 
factions have been equal. In 1846 Wordsworth 
had the most votes, but the Chancellor elected 
Lord John Russell. The recent rectorial eleo- 
tions have been a great biow to the Scotch Sep- 
aratists, especially the last, which they ex- 
pedted to carry by a large majority. They had 
every possible advantage on their side. Their 
candidate was the strongest that could have 
been selected, while Lord Lytton was a very 
weak champion for the Unionists.

WAS IT SUICIDE? 


The Strange Circumstances Surrounding a 
Woman's Death. 


Mrs. Ella Osborn, living at No. 1417 North 
Tenth street, died on Friday after a short ill- 
ness. The burial certificate stated that the 
cause of death was gastritis or inflammation 
of the stomach, The certificate was made out 
in regular form, and the suspicious ciroum- 
stance was the suddenness of the death anda 


trace of arsenical poisoning. It was 
rumored around the neighborhood that 
Mrs. Osborn had been foully dealt with. 
The !liness was very sudden. On Thursday 
Dr. J. R. Orosswhite was called in to attend 
Mrs. Osborn, who complained of acute facial 
neuralgia. This trouble was treated simply as 
ordinary case of neuralgia. The next day 

hen the doctor called the patient com- 
plained that quinine 
and morphine, been given 
her, made as mor- 
phine always did. symptoms 
were very serious and indicated gastritis. The 
doctor suspecting fpolson administered 
brandy and sweet milk us an antidote for ar- 
senical poisoning, but without any favorable 
effect, as the patient died that evening. Dr. 
Orosswhite said yesterday to a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter that he suspected poisoning, but had 
no clew to the fact. 

Mr. Bensiek, the undertaker, called, and 
after consulting the friends of the dead wom- 
an, it was decided to let the matter drop. 

Mrs. Campbell, the woman who had at- 
tended Mrs. Osborn during her illness and to 
whom the rumor pointed, was seen st 1417 
North Tenth and gave her story of the affair. 
Mrs. Osborn bad been living there for four- 
teen age when she was taken ill with the 
neuralgia trouble, to which she was subject. 
Mrs. Campbell called in Dr. Crosswhite, who 
gave her a prescription for neuraigia. The 
next day she complained of stomacnhic pain, 
and shortly after died. Mrs. Campbell on 
looking about the bed founda partial y empty 
box of Rough on Rats“ between the 
mattresses at the head of the bed. She showed 
the box of poison to Mrs. Gibson, a very near 
friend of Mrs. Osborn’s, and then turned it 
over to Dr. Crosswhite. Regardin 
the Insurance policy, Mrs. Campbe 
said that it was a mistaken idea that 
the deceased had her life insured. 
The only insurance Mrs. Osborn had on her 
life was a 10-cent policy in the Prudential In- 
surance Company, which would not pay any. 
thing until three months after the date of its 
and as this policy was taken 
out on November it was  val- 
ueless. She had been insured in the Met- 
ropolitan Insurance Company in favor of 
her little son Willie, Dut on his death, about 
a month ago, she allowed it to run out. Ever 
since the death of her boy she had been more 
or less mentally depressed and often talked 
with Mrs. Gibson about dying, and some- 
times said she wished she were dead, as her 
husband had deserted her and now her boy 
was gone there was no more to live for. 

Her husband, a painter by trade, deserted 
her about two years ago and left town, and 
has not been heard of since. In the opinion of 
Mrs. Campbell and Mrs. Gibson, who both 
knew her intimately, her death was the result 
of deliberately taking ‘‘Rough on Rats’’ with 
suicidal intent, 

Mrs. Osborn was about 46 years of age at the 
time of her death, aud was living in very poor 
circumstances.

WILSON’S WANDERINGS, 


ASt. Louisan’s Opinion of San Diego—A 
Great Country. 


Mr. Wm. C. Wilson returned to-day from 
San Diego, Cal., where he has spent six weeks 
n looking into that rapidiy-developing coun- 
try. He was five days and four nights 


making the trip each way. He found 8t.Louis 
largely represented in the young metropolis of 
Southern California. St. Louis, in fact, 
seems to be there the favorite of the cities 
to the far East. The town 
Diezo has 25,000 inhabitants 
against 2,500 ten years ago. At present there 
is a large influx of people. These are made 
up of artisans and mechanics; of persons of 
wealth; of idle visitors attracted by the climate 
and by those who have money to invest. These 
four classes make N. the present volume of 
immigration. Land enormously high. On 
Fifth street, the Broadway of the place, prop: 
erty sells for $400 and $500 a foot, and in 
some instances sales at $700 have been 
recorded. Land in the adjacent country 4s 
held at $400 an acre, and nobody can get a 
clear title unless e puts up a ,000 
house. An electric belt railway runs 
around the city, and there seems 
to be no end to the schemes of improvement. 
In one year an island in the bay has been 
trunsferred from a waste to a mag- 
nificent park, called Coronado Beach, on 
which $250,000 has been spent in jabor 
alone, and over $1,000,000 in piping, sewering, 
etc. The demand for land is shown by the 
fact that lots to the value of over N, 000 
have already been sold on the Beach. The 
temperature ranges between 65 and 80 degs. all 
the year around. Sea-bathing is always 
in season. Fishing is a great pastime.* Of 
fifty persons he saw fishing on the piers one 
afternoon, half were women.

The Ayres Divorce Dismissal. 


The Court of Appeals to-day affirmed the 
lower court in the case of Amos B. Ayres 
against Nancy V. Ayres. This was a suit 
for divorce, the husband complalaing that the 
wife had offered him such indignities as to 


render his condition intolerable. Those in- 
dignities were repeated utterances of or 
Insultin and vituperative expressions, wholly 
incompatible with the relations that should 
subsist between husband and wife. At the 
trial in the Circuit Court the husband offered 
himself as a witness, In each instance he 
said, in answer to questions, that he and his 
wife were alone at the time ot the utterances, 
no othe: person being present or within hear- 
ing. The Circuit Court excluded the testi 

mony, and no other evidence being offered, 
the busband’s case was dismissed. 

In the Miller case the Court of Appeals held 
that while both parties may testify in a divorce 
suit neither should be permitted to relate pri- 
vate utterances of any description which have 
been eddressed by the one to the other. The 
Court to-day finds no satisfactory reason for a 
reversal of that conclusion.

BEFORD THE COMMISSION, 


Testimony in the Standard Ou Oase 
Facts and Figures. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., November 22.—Howard 
Page, who is connected with the man- 
agement of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Kentucky, was examined in 
connection with the Standaad Ou 
cases before the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission this forenoon. He was complainants’ 
witness. He stated that no drawbacks 
or rebates of any kind were allowed 


the Standard Oil Company by the railroads 
south of the Ohio, and that the rates paid are 
the published ratea, given to everybody. 
The shipments were made in tank cars 
in barrele and in cases. The railroads did and 
could well afford to carry oll in tank cars 
cheaper than any other method.

CERTIFYING ‘CLAIMS. 


RECEIVER STEPHENS AUDITS THE FIFTH 
NATIONAL BANK ACCOUNTS. « 


Anxious Depositors Swear to Their Claims 
Against the Dead Institution—Women in 
Tears and Men in Very Bad Temper— 
The Receiver Serene—The Condition of 
President Oversto)]z—An idle Rumer. 


Receiver Stephens began to certify the claims 
against the Fifth National Bank this morning. 
He took his station at the old teller’s window 
and prepared fora siege. He was not over- 
whelmed with a rush of visitors, however. 
The claimants strung in slowly, one at a time. 
Some of them insisted on asking questions 
running back to the original charter of 
the Tenth Ward Savings Bank and some of the 
ladies seemed very much interested in the 
receiver himself; a state of affairs which 
caused Mr. Stephens some embarrassment. 
But their curiosity was of a purely business 
nature. None of them cast any sly glances at 
the young man behind the desk; in fact, if 
they cast any glances at all, they were of 
anger or grief. Some of the depositors 
seemed inciined to blame the receiver 
for their losses, and it was only 
by earnest effort that he was able to persuade 
them that he did not have the fuli amount of 
their depasits in his inside pocket. 

On one side of the receiver’s window was & 
stack of forms headed 

**PROOF OF CLAIM.’’ 

Each was in the form of an affidavit, which 
set forth that a certain firm or individual ‘‘be- 
ing duly sworn, says that the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank of St. Louis is justly in- 
debted to —— in the sum of — dollars 


and — cents upon the following claim, to- 
wit: ——; allot which is due and payable to 
—— alone ——, having given no endorsements 
or assignments ofthe same or any part thereof; 
and —— further say that—— know of no set- 
off or other legal or equitable defense to said 
claim or any part thereof. 

This blank was to be filled out before a 
Notary Public or Justice of the Peucc, signed, 
witnessed and sworn to: It was then to be 
returned to the receiver, who would put it on 
file and make outa certificate of the amount 
of the claim. These certificates are negotiable. 

The claims presented this morning were of 
different kinds. There were depositors’ open 
claims, certificates of deposit, cashier's 
checks and exchange on other cities which 
had not been paid. All of these claims stand 
on the same footing. In addition to these 
there were the claims of the new stockholders, 
who allege that their subscriptions should be 
treated as deposits. This matter has to be 
settled by the Comptroller of the Treasury. 
These subscription claims were not considered 
this morning. 

Among the claimants this morning who 
made application for certificates were some 
men who were angry and who attempted to 
Vent their anger on every one in the bank. 
There were some women who cried a little 
when told that their money would not be 
forthcoming immediately. ut there were 
really very few scenes and the work of certi- 
fying the claims went forward slowly and 
smoothly. The number of claims presented 
was smaller than had deen expected. The 
receiver is anxious to get then out of the 
way. If not audited within-three nthe they 
may be disallowed. a 

A SMALL SCARE. 

The reports which have been in circulation 
in the last week concerning the whereabouts 
and condition of Mr. Overstolz reached the 
ears of the Directors of the bank yesterday 
afternoon, and between (and 4:30 O clock they 
held a cenference and expressed to the 
receiver the belief that Mr. Overstolz was 
transferring his pr + pg The receiver imme- 
diately telegraphed the Comptrolier of the 
Currency for instructions. Au investigation 
of the rumor developed a sad state of affairs. 
Dr. P. G. Robinson, who has been acting as 
Mr. Overstolz’ physician, stated last evening 
that not only was Mr. Overstolz not in condi- 
tion to be moved, but for some time past he 
had been unable to understand what was 
going on about him—that he was non compos 
inentie. Dr. Robinson said that Mr. Over- 
stoiz had been told that the bank was in 
trouble, but he could not be made to under- 
stand even this. 

At Z o’clock this afternoon Receiver Stephens 
had received no answer to his telegram to the 
Comptroller of the Currency.

NO CASE, 


The Government Fails to Convict Taaffe and 
Morrissey of Fraud. 


The election-fraud cases were continued in 
the United States District Court this morning 
before Judge Thayer. The cases before the 
court this morning were those of Frank Mor- 
rissey and Patrick J. Taaffe, charged with re- 
ceiving illegal ballots at the November elec- 
tion In 1886 in their capacity as Judges of Elec- 
tion in the Seventeenth Precinct of the Second 


Ward. There were four counts in the Indict- 
ment, based on the reception by the Judges of 
six illegal votes. Mr. Charles M. Napton ap- 
peared as attorney for the accused and Dis- 
trict-Attorney Bushaw and his assistants for 
the Government. 

The first evidence introduced was that of 
Henry Bremser, who acted as United States 
Superviser on the day of election. He testified 
that the judges in the precinct in question, 
had, as far as he knew, complied with the law. 
That they agreed to do exactly as the super- 
visers desired and turned over the ballots to 
them at their request to make whatever dis- 
position of them they saw fit, All the ballots 
mentioned, éxcept one, Mr. Bremser testified, 
were marked rejected and placed in 
te rejected gery The one ex- 
cepted according the witness was 

laced in the ballot bone but it got in there 

hrough an oversight of the superviser bim- 
self without any fault of the judges. far as 
he was able to see the superviser found that 
the judges had done their duty as prescribed 
by the law. 

The next witness who was examined was 
United States Superviser Berry. The gist of 
his testimony was about thé same as that sub- 
mitted by Bremser and when the examination 
closed the State rested its case. The 
court in summing up the evidence 

iven said that it onl showed 

hat the indicted had performed their duty as 
required by the law in the case of all the votes 
but the one indicated in the evidence, and so 
far as this was „ the evidence showed 
that it was not through any fault on the part 
of the judges that it had been counted in the 
election. The Court did not, therefore think 
that the evidence offered by the Government 
was sufficiently pondei ous to let the case 
the jury. He then instructed that y to 
find a verdict of not guilty, which was done, 
and the prisoners were allowed to free. 

The Court then took a recess until 2 o’ clock.

Judge Lewis of the Court of Appeals ren- 
dered a dissenting opinion to-day in the 
case of Ward against Fagin, involy- 
ing a question of a landlord’s la- 
bility. The judges of the Appellate 
Court agree that in the absence of a special 
contract imposing that duty upon him the 
landiord is not bound to keep rented premises 
in repair and is not liable in dam- 
ages to his tenant for injury resulting 
from a dilapidation of guch premises. But 
Judges Rombauer and Thompson found that 
the rule did notapply in this case, because 
the wall which fel and caused the 
injury was nee ee oe the rented premises, 
was not within the possession of the tenants 
and was within the exclusive control of the 
landiord. 

Judge Lewis finds that these propositions 
were not true according to the evidence and 
the law applicable to it. He holds that the 
landiord in this case is under no! respon- 
sibility for the consequences of an accidental 
disaster which ca injury to his tenants.
